downward stroke for each leter 
averages half an inch, the presi- 
dent's hand travels up and down 
and along the flourish about sev- 
en and one-half inches. 
In the 


course of a year his hand, in 
making the 50,000 signatures, 
travels, 31,200 feet, or nearly six 
miles.

Considerable interest is boini; mani- 


fested in the series of Sunday even- 
ing .sermons which the llev. D. C. 
Royd, pastor of the First Presbyterian 
church, inaugurated a couple of weeks 
ago.
